Washington, Feb. 16.—Discovery of 
the growth of sugar on fir trees In 
British Columbia Is announced in the 
current number of The American 
Forestry Magazine. The discovery, 
which Is said to be of great value to 
chemistry, came as the result of the 
investigations of Professor John 
Davidson, chief of the Botanical De¬ 
partment of the University of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia at Vancouver. 

Specimens of the product upon 
analysis are said to have Indicated 
the presence of a large percentage of 
an extremely rare variety of sugar. 
While fir sugar Is not expected to 
become a factor In the food supply 
like the products of the cane and the 
beet, the article advances the belief 
that it will prove useful for experi¬ 
mental purposes.

Budapest, Feb. 16.—Via London, 
Feb. 16.—Additional detail* of the 
alleged plot for the return of Charles 
Hapsburg, former Emperor of Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary. given to the Allied 
Mission to Hungary here, state that 
he was to have crossed the Swiss 
border Into Llchensteln by boat 
across the Rhine, walked Into 
Austria and proceeded to West Hun¬ 
gary by automobile. From Szom- 
bathely. West Hungary, he waa to 
have called upon the soldiers to rally 
to his standard. 

A dispatch from Geneva on Sat¬ 
urday said: 

"Former Emperor Charles’s sec¬ 
retary Informed the Associated Press 
by telephone to-day that the Buda¬ 
pest report of a futile effort by the 
former Emperor to enter Hungary on 
a false passport and re-establish 
himself bn the throne waa entirely 
false. 

"The secretary said Hapsburg was 
slightly 111, and had not left the 
grounds of his chateau at Pranglns 
on I^ake Geneva for the last three 
weeks. Hapsburg’s secretary de¬ 
clared it would be Impossible for the 
former Emperor to leave without the 
local Swiss authorities and those at 
Berne becoming aware of the fact. 

"The secretary asserted that Haps¬ 
burg, though he had not officially ab¬ 
dicated, only wanted to be returned 
by the Allies. He felt it would be a 
great political mistake to attempt to 
take the throne In Hungary without 
the aid of the Allies.”

That the Public Library Commis¬ 
sion, appointed last Summer under 
the Public Libraries Act. is Justify¬ 
ing Its existence, appears the nat¬ 
ural Conclusion after a study of the 
report Issued this morning by the 
Hon. J. D. MacLean. Minister of 
Education and Provincial Secretary. 
The inquiries from all parts of the 
Province for assistance and the best 
methods of procedure in establishing 
libraries have been very numerous, 
and the required aid has been given 
through personal visits and by cor¬ 
respondence. 

The report states that Nelson has 
passed a by-law for the support of 
a municipal public library, while Na¬ 
naimo anfl Duncan now have li¬ 
braries in working order and serv¬ 
ing the public. Revelstoke, Corbin. 
Enderby and Sahtlam have formed 
Public Library Associations. Prince 
Rupert Is said to be In line for the | 
organisation of a public library, 
while the cities of the Kootenay dis¬ 
trict are Unking up with Nelson for* 
co-operative library service. 

Travelling Libraries. 

No less than 224 travelling li¬ 
braries. of 12.000 volumes, were sent 
last year to 167 places, and the re¬ 
port shows that every mall carries 
books on useful subjects to persons 
living in remote districts. 

"Public interest in libraries Is 
growing, and public opinion is con¬ 
sidering them as part of the general 
system of education," stated Dr. Mac- 
Lean. 

The report In conclusion urges the 
appointment of a Library Organiser, 
and states that when this appoint¬ 
ment has been made additional li¬ 
braries will be established all over 
the Province.

Watanabe, the new North Pacific 
('oast manager of the line, who ar¬ 
rived to-day from Japan on the 
Katori Maru to take up his work in 
Beattie. r 

Mr. Watanabe gave a few details 
of the new vessels which set aside 
the numerous reports about these 
vessels having • the speed of the 
“Mauretania” and many other] 
sensational feature*. The new 
vessels will have a gross tonnage of 
20,000 tons and a sea speed of slight¬ 
ly in access of seventeen knots an 
hour. They will not be ready for 
two years, as there will be some dif¬ 
ficulty In obtaining early delivery 
owing to ull the shipyards In Great 
Britain und Japun being extremely 
busy. 

High Cost of Everything. 

The high cost of living is bother¬ 
ing Japan, says Mr. Watanabe. 
There has been an increase of be¬ 
tween 200 and 300 per cent, in the 
price of most commodities since the 
outbreak of the war, and there is 
still an upward tendency. Prices 
this year are fifty per cent, higher 
than lust year. 

Labor Is demanding more wages, 
Mr. Watanabe say*, and consequent¬ 
ly the cost of things must continue 
its upward climb.

Steamers Are Needed. 

The C. P. R. is badly handicapped 
in handling the tourist travel owing 
to the scarcity of steamers. The sale 
of the Princess May and the loss of 
Princess Sophia removed two ships 
from the Alaska service and resulted 
In the Hteamer Princess Alice being 
transferred in the Summer from the 
Victoria-Vrmcouver route to the 
Skagway trade, thus leaving only the 
Princesses Charlotte. Adelaide, Vic? 
toria and Royal for the triangular 
run and the night sendee to tbe 
Terminal City. 

H. W. Brodle, the general rmssen- 
ger agent of the C. P. R. at Van¬ 
couver, predicts a greater rush of 
tourists to Victoria this Summer 
than ever before. The steamers Prin¬ 
cess Irene, later destroyed, and 
Princess Margaret which passed Into 
the hands of the British Admiralty, 
would have been of greut service.

Big Fellows Caught in Over¬ 
sold Market; Stocks 
Weaken To-day 


Sterling, which was *3.45% at one 
time Saturday, broke ten cents down 
to 93.35-to-day, the discount on 
Canadian funds in New York ad¬ 
vanced from 15% to 16 per cent., and 
stocks wrich opened well, turned weak 
and sagged on the news In New York 
that new trouble is cropping up over 
the Ardlatic problem. 

Brokers ascribe th© soft markqt 
partly to this and the unfavorable 
bank statement of Saturday, both 
causing fresh liquidation. 

"The vulnerable portion of tte 
short Interest has pretty much cov¬ 
ered up, but It does not look like much 
betterment in money conditions for 
a while," telegraphed one bvoker. 

With the renewed liquidation in 
New Yock. call money, which was 25 
per cent, ten days ago, opened at 7 
per cent, to-day and closed around 6 
per cent. Nearly all stocks eased off 
from two points up. C. P. R. went 
down to 118%. Grain prices in Chi¬ 
cago, however, rose steadily all 
morning. May com opened at 132%, 
closed three cents up at 133%. 

Sterling exchange has been steady 
during the past week it was learned 
to-day as a result of a number of 
big shorts getting badly nipped. The 
fact that they overstayed their mar¬ 
ket caused a mad scramble to cover 
when the market turned up. A num¬ 
ber werfe c a ug ht and could not get 
out before a rise of 20 to 25 cents had 
taken place. 

What some of these big shorts got 
themselves up against la explained 
by The Wall Street Journal. 

Costly to Bears. 

“A number of people have been 
expatiating on the gTeat benefits to 
be derived by this country from 
selling the British Empird short," 
says The Wall Street Journal. '/In 
the crisis of 1893 J. P. Morgan warn¬ 
ed his friends against being anything 
but a bull on the United States. 
Any other attitude on the British 


Empire has proved costly to the i 
bear on that proposition. ‘ But exact- 1 
ly as our Irish and Oerman sympa¬ 
thizers before and during the war 
were willing to hand the world over 
to the Huns if only Britain could be 
beaten, so they are telling ua after 
the war, that our Interest Ilea in 
selling the Empire short and wreck¬ 
ing it in order to cover at a panic 
level. 

Sterling Heavily Oversold.

with Us heavy .deficit, a very dif¬ 
ferent condition will supervene, with 
a safe surplus, growing greater with 
a return to normal years, already an¬ 
ticipated by the British Lreasuiy 1° 
the deflation of 9100,000,000 of cur¬ 
rency. 

"Those who wish the wreck of the 
British Empire, regard leas of Its 
consequences to the world and, not 
least, to ourselves, have been trad¬ 
ing on their own bear talk. If they 
have ventured into the speculative 
market, betting up on British bank¬ 
ruptcy and the evil wish which is 
father to their thought, they will lose 
their bets.

The publication quotes 
In full the Atf Board Act, the con¬ 
vention relating to air navigation as 
fixed by the international aerial con¬ 
vention of the Peace Conference, and 
ends with a complete list of Cana¬ 
dian aerial laws for the registration 
and operation of all types of air crsfL 

The whole question of internal and 
International aviation has been fully 
provided (or In this treatise, and the 
details of the various regulations 
have been given at length. No form 
of aerial service for strategic pur¬ 
poses has been provided In the trea¬ 
tise. 

The considerations dealing with 
registration and making of aircraft 
and licensing of operators are com¬ 
plete, and Canadian aircraft will fol¬ 
low similar lines to the Canadian 
merchant marine. Rules for aerial 
navigation, operation of public and 
customs "air harbors" and like mat¬ 
ters have received the fullest atten¬ 
tion, and, In the main, the first Issue 
of the air regulations may be com¬ 
plete enough to take care of any 
Canadian aeronautical development 
for the next century.
